Colleges and 
Communism 


Editorial by Bruce Biossat 
One of the more dismal develop­ 
ments of recent years has been 
the tendency of a few American 
colleges, under outside pressures. 
to ban any study of communism at 
all. 
It was reassuring, therefore, 
when a congressman stood up in 
the House and offered a proposal 
that would help counteract this at­ 
titude. 
The lawmaker was Rep Daniel 
Flood, a Pennsylvania Republican. 
He wants to see Congress set up a 
presidential commission to prepare 
a textbook devoted to the tacts of 
communism. 
In this part of his proposal, Flood 
is thinking specifically of the need 
to strip away the bewildering con 
fusion that surrounds the issue of 
the current Communist menace in 
this country 
He would require the commission 
to rely fully on material gathered 
under oath by committees of Con 
gross. 
Fundamentally this is ad­ 
mirable cantion, hut even sworn 
congressional testimony has many 
pitfalls. 
Evidence of perjury is 
often widespread. 


Responsibility for sifting such 
material would hear heavily on a 
commission. 
Undoubtedly 
they 
would have to conclude that in 
some areas the facts were hopeless­ 
ly clouded 
But the prospect is 
that 
they 
could 
still 
assemble 
enough we! I-coppered facts to pro­ 
duce a story of essential value to 
all Americans 
The commission would not stop 
at this, but would prepare suggest­ 
ed curricula on communism which 
schools and colleges could use to 
underscore the basic differences be­ 
tween the theory and practice of 
communism and the American dem­ 
ocratic system Here Flood is tread 
ing on more doubtful ground. 
Insofar as this would mean that 
a government commission was en­ 
couraging I 
S, schools to study 
the vital details of an alien philos­ 
ophy, it would seem to be highly 
desirable. 
Such 
encouragement 
might help to break down the fool­ 
ish harriers some schools have rais­ 
ed against these studies 


Yet there is a great ri>k involved. 
Suggestions are one thing, and or­ 
ders another. Certain schools might 
tend to view the recommended 
courses of study as mandatory. And 
anything that smacked of dictation 
would be utterly foreign to our free 
education system. 
Schools mud he at liberty to 
choose what studies and what books 
.shall bo offered to students, -o long 
as they do not in any way promote 
subversive doctrines 
w h e t h e r 
Communist. Fascist oi any other. 
Even if communism did not af 
feel us. we would Im 
hound to 
study it as we trv to understand 
everything else on o r th 
But the 
fact that communism i the great 
est threat to our existence giv^s a 
compulsive urgency to its s-udy. 
We Cannot cope with an enemy in 
blind ignorance of his beliefs and 
behavior 
A commission t< help lift the fog 
from the current state of tho Red 
menace in America seems a good 
idea. 
But am such body would 
have to exercise extreme care to 
encourage — not discourage 
the 
fullest, freest school inquiry into 
the whole wide range of facts about 
communism from it 
birth to its 
present frightening power.

SPRINGFIELD 0? - The Strat­ 
ton administration has submitted 
its bill to change the date of the 
state primary elections. 
A bill to hold the primaries 
on 
the second Tuesday in June in­ 
stead of April was introduced 
in 
the State Senate Tuesday. 
It has the backing of Gov. Wil-j 
ham G. Stratton, who unsuccess­

its enactment

years ago. 
A major argument for the meas­ 
ure is that it would cut the length 
of political campaigns. 
Opponents

Increase village trustees’ sala­ 
ries in villages under 20,000 per­ 
sons from $5 to $10 a meeting. 
Authorize 
county hoards to fix 
speed limits on county roads.

James F. Collins, numbers less than 
a full division of infantry, with 
headquarters at Fort Richardson, 
a few miles from Anchorage. 
The primary mission of the mili­ 
tary is the defense of the United 
States, not Alaska. The Air Force's 
early warning radar network is 
here to furnish the first red alert 
if bombers streak out of Siberia 
toward the heart of America. 
A Calculated Risk 
And Air Force pilots are ready 
to scramble their rocket-firing F-89 
Scorpion jets into the air in an 
attempt to blast the bombers from 
the sky before they can reach the 
inner defenses of the homeland 
The defense of Alaska itself is 
set up on a calculated risk basis. 
Although it is only a 60-mile trip 
across the Bering Straight from 
Russia’s Chukotski Peninsula, no 


one in the military feels the Rus­ 
sians would try an actual invasion I 
of Alaska. 
“I don’t think there ever w ill | 
be any big land campaign in Alas- j 
{ka,” Atkinson said. 
“I don’t rule 
lout the possibility of at least lim-1 


J ited action due to enemy para- j 
troop operations, but these we can 
handle as they occur.” 
What if the Soviets try to estab­ 
lish a beachhead on some remote | 
coastal area? “We’d just leave him 
there,” Atkinson said. “He couldn’t 
go anywhere in that kind of coun­ 
try.”

Proposes Fuels 
Policy to Protect 
Coal Industry 


WASHINGTON lP-T hom as Ken­ 
nedy, vice president of the United 
Mine Workers, proposed today that 
Congress adopt a national fuels 
policy to protect tho nation’s coal 
industry. 
President Eisenhower^ Cabinet 
Fuels Resources Committee had 
been scheduled to make recom ­ 
mendations by last Dec. I. But it 
has been delayed by inability to 
agree on policy decisions, 
Kennedy said the coal industry 
“ is in bad shape” now. 
About 
165,000 coal miners were jobless 
last December, he told the joint 
Congressional Economic Commit­ 
tee 
“ If we had a war tomorrow, it 
would take eight months to a year 
to put the coal industry in shape 
to meet the needs of this nation 
and our Allies.” Kennedy said. 
He blamed the ills of the coal 
industry mainly on lack of export 
markets and competition of resid­ 
ual oil imported from Venezuela. 
He said this country could ex­ 
port from 35 to 40 million tons of 
coal a year “ if we had any sense.” 
He said Western European coun­ 
tries are buying coal from Com­ 
munist 
Poland 
“ with American 
dollars” in preference to the U. S. 
product. Poland is mining its coal 
with m achinery given to Russia 
by this country in World War II, 
he said.
